While police departments across the 
nation are considering body cameras for 
their police officers because of events in 
Ferguson, MO and New York City, Sumpter 
Township PD is way ahead of them. 

At Tuesday’s Sumpter Township Board 
meeting, Virginia Belinski got up during 
the open-floor period to say she was proud 
to live in Sumpter Township for many 
reasons, including its proactive police 
department. 

She said the Sumpter PD got body cameras 
a year or so ago and Capt. Eric Luke who 
worked to get the grant for the devices is 
now being sought out by the media to tell 
his experiences with the cameras. 

Capt. Luke said a reporter from Channel 
7 News spent two hours with him at the 
police department discussing the body 
cams. The report was expected to be on 
Channel 7 the next day (Wednesday) during 
the 6 a.m. newscast, since that reporter has 
the morning show. 

At the end of the 6 a.m. newscast 
Wednesday, a picture of Capt. Luke was 
shown, encouraging viewers to watch the 
6 p.m. news Wednesday for a full report on 
Sumpter’s body cams. 

While other Detroit area police chiefs 
are considering the devices, Capt. Luke 
knows for sure how they work to protect 
his officers and the people with whom 
they come in contact. Congratulations to 
Sumpter PD for being ahead of the pack.

This year, for some reason, a chart wasn’t 
given out by the Van Buren Public Schools 
on the number of students in the district in 
the fall head count. So, I asked. 

The unaudited number is 5,053 students 
for fall 2014. Last year there were 5,141 
students and the district projected a 3% 
loss, but not that many were lost. 

During the district’s audit presentation 
in November, the auditor said the district 
got 42 more students than expected for 
the 2014-15 school year, which brought 
them $312,000 more in state aid than they 
thought would come.

At Monday’s work/study session of the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees, 
DPW Director James Taylor gave a 
presentation on the proposed water/sewer 
rate increase as of Jan. 1. It was going to be 
a 796 raise, but now it is a 696 raise, about 
$3 more a month. 

He offered some comparisons on the 
cost of gallons of stuff we buy. He said a 
gallon of bottled water is $1 and a gallon of 


unleaded gasoline is $2.85 and a gallon of 
VBT water is $0.0033 (less than half a cent 
a gallon). Interesting. 

He also said the monthly average cell 
phone bill is $47 (single plan), a monthly 
average cable bill is $115, and the monthly 
average VBT water 
bill is $49.91 ($52.91 
per month with the 6% 
increase). He showed 
a chart that showed t 
how much other nearby , 
communities pay. VBT f \ А 
was at the bottom, even 
with the hike. The new quarterly bill would 
be about $158.74. 

At the top of the chart is the City of 
Belleville, at $289.70 per quarter, followed 
by the City of Wayne, Huron Township at 
$268, and so on down the line. It doesn’t 
have Sumpter Township on the chart. 

It wasn’t determined whether Taylor 
would give his rate increase talk at the Dec. 
16 regular meeting so it could be on cable.

At the budget discussion that followed 
the water/sewer rate talk on Monday, the 
VBT board discussed the museum, again, 
and whether it should be closed because the 
City of Belleville and Sumpter Township 
have broken the signed legal agreement to 
help support it by paying their shares. It’s 
getting a reprieve, again, but just for a few 
months.

On Tuesday, Dec.2 there was a hearing of 
the Oversight Committee of the Michigan 
House of Representatives, chaired by 
Rep Tom McMillin. The purpose of the 
hearing was to let citizens (1) express 
their concerns and (2) submit written 
evidence about “smart” electric meters 
now being installed by DTE Electric and 
by Consumers Energy. 

Over 200 people attended, about 70 of 
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them took the microphone, and about 
20 submitted written documentation 
that included sworn testimony of world- 
recognized health experts and scientists, 
and their personal stories of health 
destroyed by these meters. 

ALL of the citizens who participated 
stated firmly and, in some cases very 
emotionally, their opposition to the new 
meters and their demand they be allowed to 


keep their existing analog meters without 
paying exorbitant “opt-out fees.” 

The hearing started at 5:30 p.m. and 
ran until 10 p.m. There appeared to be no 
media people in attendance. 

The only coverage I have seen on this 
was from mLive in Grand Rapids. The 
entire 4-1/2-hour hearing was officially 
videotaped and should be available by 
Dec. 5.

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Mother seeks help from 
School Board for epileptic son 


By Rosemary K. Otzman

A tearful mother told the Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of Education about the hard 
time her son is having in a self-contained 
classroom at Rawsonville Elementary 
School. 

Lisa Echols said Evan has severe epilepsy 
and his heart stops whenever he has a grand 
mal seizure. 

At Monday’s school board meeting, 
Echols told her son’s story and asked the 
board for help. 

She said her doctor said that going to the 
school in the present situation is harmful 
to her son’s health, so she is keeping him 
home. Now, she said, she is facing truancy 
charges. 

At the end of her remarks, School Board 
president Brent Mikulski turned the matter 
over to School Supt. Michael Van Tassel 
and asked him and his staff to look into the 
situation. 

Supt. Van Tassel said he was aware of the 
problem, but didn’t know as many details 
as he now knows. 

“T need to, obviously, spend some more 
time on this," he told the board. 

Mikulski also told Echols to feel free to 
contact board members by email at any 
time and don't feel she has to wait for 
another board meeting. 

School Board treasurer Sherry Frazier 
said, ^That mother was courageous to get 
up there ... As a board member, I would 
like to get an update on what happens to 
the child." 

Echols began her remarks by saying she 
was frustrated and at her wits' end. Evan 
is disabled with severe epilepsy and did 
very well at Tyler School where he was in 
a regular classroom with 30 other children 
and teachers who knew what to do when 
Evan had a seizure. 

She said the district moved her son to 
Rawsonville School this year and he 
changed from eager to learn to a problem 
student. In that self-contained classroom 
there are 12 students, a teacher and a 


parapro.

“We were guaranteed teachers would be 
trained in how to handle seizures because 
when he has a grand mal seizure, his heart 
stops,” she said. 

But they weren't. 

"There have been numerous behavioral 
changes," she said of his new class 
reports. 

She said he was accused of head-butting a 
parapro and she found he was in the middle 
of a seizure and being restrained. 

She said she went to the doctor and 
changed his medication. Nothing worked. 

On Nov. 17 she got a call at work saying 
there was a hands-on issue on the bus. 
She said she went home and her 15-year- 
old daughter said Evan waved to the bus 
driver after he got off the bus and the driver 
nodded to him. There didn't seem to be a 
problem. 

When asked about his day, he said he had 
a great day. She looked into his backpack 
and found a letter from the school saying 
he was non-compliant, refusing to do the 
work, defiant, jumping on the lunchroom 
table, at 2:45 refused to come to the rug, 
his color code went from a good green to 
purple. It was a terrible day without a call 
home to tell her about it, she said. 

Echols said she went to the teachers, 
the principal, and the superintendent, all 
without relief. 

She said a child in Evan’s class asked her 
if she saw the video and she didn’t know 
what the child was talking about. 

She said she learned the teacher took a 
video on her cell phone when Evan was 
having “а meltdown.” She was able to see 
that in a meeting. 

The video on any bus problem is not 
available for her to see because of student 
privacy issues, she said. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the school board: 

* Accepted a $37,899 check from the 
Van Buren Educational Foundation for 
grants for 77 teachers from every school 
building in the district. Mikulski said the 
foundation’s presentation is one of the

In this article we will be discussing an 
important but often overlooked issue: how 
to serve someone with your lawsuit and 
conversely, what to do when you are served 
with a lawsuit. 

Under Michigan law, you have 91 days 
from the date that you file your lawsuit to 
serve it on the defendant. (This period can 
be extended). Typically, service is valid 
in one of two ways: (1) Personal Service: 
the defendant is served with the lawsuit in 
person by a process server or an individual 
of suitable age that is not a party to the case, 
or, (2) certified or registered mail with a 
return receipt requested. If the defendant 
signs the return receipt, then service under 
this method is complete. 

However, sometimes the defendant is 
unable to be served through one of these 
methods. Sometimes the defendant is 
evading service. Fear not, you may still 
be able to serve the defendant through an 
order for alternate service. An order for 
alternate service is a document prepared 
by you and signed by the Judge. This order 
may allow you to serve the defendant by 
posting the lawsuit to the defendant’s front 
door, and also sending the lawsuit in the 
mail through first-class, and certified mail. 

If you are the defendant and you are 
properly served through one of the methods 
discussed above, then you have twenty-one 
(21) days to file a written answer with the 
court if you are served through personal 
service, otherwise you have twenty-eight 
(28) days to file your written answer. Failure 
to do so many results in you defaulting, and 
the suing party may get a judgment against 
you for the amount of money that they are 
seeking against you. 

If you have further questions, we urge 
you to speak with your attorney.

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VBT's 2015 fee schedule 
adopted, without the 
water/sewer hikes

It’s not that the water and sewer rates 
aren’t going to go up by 6 or 7% in Van 
Buren Township at the first of the year. 

It’s just that board members expected 
a special presentation by DPW Director 
James Taylor explaining the 2015 rate hike 
and they didn’t get it. 

At the regular board meeting on Dec. 2, 
the board unanimously approved the rest of 
the 2015 fee schedule with the exception of 
the Water/Sewer Department portion. 

Trustee Reggie Miller was the one that 
asked that the Water/Sewer section be 
pulled out for further discussion. 

“We discussed it at the work/study, but did 
not go deep enough,” Trustee Miller said of 
the Nov. 17 meeting, where Director Taylor 
said he would prepare a presentation on the 
rate hike for the Dec. 2 meeting so it could 
be seen by those watching at home on the 
cable channel. 

“My understanding was that Director 
Taylor was putting together a presentation 
for tonight,” agreed Trustee Jeff Jahr. “We 
should defer this to another meeting.” 

Supervisor Linda Combs said Taylor 
has a presentation and he could give it at 
the next work/study session. She asked if 
board members wanted it in public and 
they all said they did. 

John Delaney said from the audience 
that Taylor should have been there that 
evening, since he said he would be. He said 
the residents were expecting it. 

"He's not feeling well,” Supervisor 
Combs said. “People get sick." 

At the Dec. 8 special work/study on the 
budget, Taylor gave a presentation on the 
water rate hike and now it is down to 6% 
instead of the 7% previously announced. 

Emergency Sirens 

After a long discussion, the board 
restated the motion made at its last meeting 
to confirm that the township is buying 13 
emergency sirens at a cost of $252,850 
including installation (instead of the 
$273,128 previously stated) which comes 
out of the General Fund fund balance and 
there will be an annual cost of $5,395. 

The sirens cost $19,450 each. 

The siren purchase will be paid for 
through funds from the VBT Downtown 
Development Authority, the federal 
Community Development Block Grant 
funds, and the township. 

Trustee Jahr, an attorney, said this project 
is really being fast-tracked and he learned it 
will be shipped by Dec. 15 for installation 
very early next year. 

Public Safety Director Greg Laurain said 
he has been told they will be installed the 
second or third week in January. 

“This was extremely confusing because 
this project was being rushed," Jahr said. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said the money 
from the CDBG fund needs to be

reapportioned and approved by Wayne 
County. The county handles the CDBG 
funds for the federal government. She said 
the township will have to go through the 
county hoops to get approval. 

Budd said this year’s CDBG allocation 
won’t be available before July 12. 

Clerk Leon Wright said the township needs 
to hold off on installing those emergency 
sirens paid with the CDBG funds. 

“We’re tap-dancing around,” said Jahr. 
“We were told ‘no problem’ and now we 
can’t enter into the contract.” 

Clerk Wright said it’s just that CDBG 
can’t reimburse the township until after the 
funds are available. 

“With the problems we’re having with the 
budget, I can’t see spending a quarter of a 
million dollars," Jahr said. ^We've received 
no assurances from the DDA and the county 
for the CDBG.” 

Supervisor Combs said the CDBG is 
paying for four sirens, $77,400, and the 
DDA is paying for three, $72,000. 

Treasurer Budd reported that the Civic 
Fund has voted to fund the six emergency 
sirens the township was committed to 
paying for. 

Wright said that the last four, paid for by 
the CDBG, would be put up last. 

“But we will purchase them all in one fell 
swoop,” Miller stated. 

*We can purchase and install them and 
then get reimbursed?" Jahr asked. 

Budd said no, you can't. 

Trustee Phil Hart said they could add to 
the motion the expectations of three entities 
to reimburse the township, but that wasn't 
supported. 

"The motion made by Leon at the last 
meeting was confusing, understandably," 
Jahr said, referring to Clerk Wright. 

"The Civic Fund already met and passed 
a motion to buy six sirens,” said Budd, who 
sits on the Civic Fund. 

"And, the motion was made by the DDA 
and the county said the CDBG was OK,” 
said Miller. 

*We have already signed the contract for 
the sirens,” Jahr stated. “Folks, we're only 
talking about a quarter of a million dollars.” 
Then, he added, “That’s sarcasm, folks." 

Jahr stated: “This is academic ... the sirens 
are ordered and on the way.” 

The sirens were ordered before Dec. 1 to 
take advantage of the lower price before 
their prices went up. 

AutoZone Storm Water System 

A resolution to approve the AutoZone 
Storm Water System Maintenance and 
Repair Agreement with the property owner 
as required by Wayne County was removed 
from the agenda. 

Board members said it was a mistake to 
be on the agenda since the board is working 
with its attorney on a way to not have to 
take responsibility for any private systems. 

AutoZone is in the middle on this because 
it happened to be the business seeking 
permits from the county at this time when 
the board wanted to say no. 

Wayne County is the only county in the 
state requiring this and the township attorney 


said the county has no legal language to 
support this requirement. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-15- 
minute meeting the board:
